City of Elba receives $7,000 from CPYRWMA for levee project

The Choctawhatchee, Pea and 
Yellow Rivers Watershed 
Management Authority (CPYRW- 
MA) has agreed to co-sponsor a pro- 
ject with the City of Elba for the 
installation of soil cement sandbags 
on the slopes around the pumping 
station at Culvert Site No. 3 in the 
Elba levee. 

The Watershed Authority is pro- 
viding funds in the amount of 
$7,000.00 to assist the City of Elba 
with this project. The funds were 
presented to Mayor James E. 
Grimes by Mr. Marion Sanders and 


Representative Garreth Moore, who 
serve on the Board of Directors of 
the Watershed Management 
Authority for Coffee County. Others 
present included Mr. Estus Walker, 
Executive Director of the Authority. 

In 1997, a 35,000 gallon per 
minute pumping station was con- 
structed to evacuate interior rainfall 
which accumulates behind the levee 
during periods when the Pea River is 
high and blocks normal drainage. 
Construction of the pumping station 
resulted in severe slopes at the toe of 
the levee. This particular site 
(Culvert 3) is the old Beaver Dam 
Creek channel which currently col- 


lects water that drains within the 
levee system. The water travels 
along a winding stream bed to the 
site of the project. During Pea River 
high water, flap valves close outside 
the levee leaving all the drainage 
collecting in this particular area to 
be pumped across the levee to the 
Pea River. 

The proposed Soil Stabilization 
Project will prevent erosion along 
the toe of the levee adjacent to the 
pumping station using soil cement 
filled sandbags. The City will use a 
recently acquired sand bag machine 
and work release labor on this pro- 
ject. The bags will be filled with a

Coffee a has second drowning in 8 days

Tragedy struck again in Coffee 
County as another Pike County resi- 
dent drowned in an area creek. This 
time it was a 15-year-old youth. 

Charles Robert Hooks, 15, of 
Route One Glenwood, AL, drowned 
Sunday afternoon in Whitewater 
Creek in a “swimming hole” located 
about one-quarter mile south of 
Lowry Mill Bridge located on Co. 
Rd. 215. The youth drowned shortly 
before 3:00 p.m. and his body was 
recovered at 4:27 p.m 

The Elba Police Department 
received a 911 call at 3:05 p.m. 
informing them of a possible drown- 
ing at the Lowry Mill Bridge. Elba 
immediately notified the Coffee 
County Sheriff's department and 
deputies were dispatched to the 
scene and well as first responders 
from the Zion Chapel Volunteer Fire 
Department. 

Upon arriving at the scene, 
authorities found that the location of 
the possible drowning was not right 
at the bridge but a short distance 
south of the bridge. 

It was very quickly determined 
after talking to witnesses at the 
scene that the young man, Charles 
Hooks, had drowned, and prepara- 
tions were made to recover his body. 

According to the seven other indi- 
viduals (five in the Hooks party and 
three others already at the creek 
when the others arrived), Hooks, in 

his haste to cool off in the stream, 
climbed out on an overhanging limb 
and dived into the creek. One of the 
young men who had been swimming 
in the creek stated that he cautioned 
Hooks that it was shallow where he 
was about to dive, but the youth 
failed to heed his warning, diving 
headfirst into the water. 

The limb from which Hooks dove 
into the water was about ten‘ feet 
above the water and the depth of the 
water into which he dove was only 
five to six feet deep. 

According to witnesses, Hooks 
surfaced a short time after he dove 
into the water and did not immedi- 
ately indicate that he was in trouble. 


Pictured above is the swim hole on Whitewater Creek where the Pike County youth drown. The tree in 
the left side of the picture with the cross pieces nailed to it is the tree the youngster climb up and out on 


the limb hanging over the water. 


He went under and surfaced a sec- 
ond time - still no indication that he 
was having any difficulty. The third 
time Hooks surfaced, he called out 
“Help me!” and went under. 

One of the young men who had 
been swimming attempted to get to 
Hooks but didn’t get to him before 
he went under. While another 
youngsier went to call for help, sev- 
eral attempts were made to find the 
youth; however they were unsuc- 
cessful. 

A water recovery team from 
Enterprise Fire and Rescue respond- 
ed to the scene to assist authorities 
in locating and recovering Hooks’ 
body. They were assisted by person- 
nel from Zion Chapel VFD, Five 
Star VFD, and New Brockton VFD. 

The lad’s body was found in water 
that appeared to be just over ten feet 
deep approximately fifteen to twen- 
ty minutes after rescue personnel 
began their search.

New Brockton Town Council 
holds brief monthly meeting

The New Brockton Town Council 
zipped through its meeting agenda 
Monday evening and was adjourn- 
ing in less than thirty minutes. 

Members of the council adopted 
two new city ordinances that were 
introduced at the last meeting but 
could not be voted on until last 
Monday evening. Ordinance 98-01 
deals with the implementation of a 
magistrate’s fine schedule and 
Ordinance 98-02 is a new stray ani- 
mal control ordinance. Both were 
unanimously adopted by the coun- 
cil. 

After a short discussion, the 
council approved unanimously a 
policy dealing with adjusted 
garbage fees for “absentee resi- 
dents.” This is for residents who are 
gone for extended lengths of time to 
their lake or beach property. 

Residents who are gone for at 


least thirty days or more (in 30-day 
increments) will be allowed to pay 
$5.06 per month to retain their 
garbage service. The policy stipu- 
lated that they must give 30 days 
notice prior to leaving and they can- 
not return on weekends during the 
grace period, 

Councilman Charles Cole asked 
about the 30-day notice comment- 
ing that in an emergency situation a 
resident may not have time to give 
adequate notice. The council agreed 
that special circumstances will han- 
dled on a case-by-case basis, 

The council also gave the go- 
ahead on updating the town's com- 
puters at a cost of $375.00, This will 
enable the town to retain their net- 
work connection and make avail- 
able additional services that will be 
beneficial to the town’s employees

recovered, Coffee County Coroner 
Marvin MclILwain, who was at the 
scene, found no visible wounds or 
marks to indicate that the youngster 
had hit any kind of object; however, 
the impact of the boy’s head with the 
sandy bottom in the shallow waters 
would have been sufficient to have 
broken his neck. 

An autopsy was performed on 
Hooks by the Alabama Department 
of Forensic Science to determine 
cause of death. The results was 
received by Coroner Mcllwain 


Monday afternoon listing cause of 


death as blunt force trauma (broken 
neck) and drowning. 

This is the second drowning in 
Coffee County in eight days. As 
reported last week in The Elba 
Clipper, a Pike County man 
drowned in Big Creek at Thames 
Bridge on Saturday, June 27. 
Alcohol consumption was believed 
to have been a big factor in that 
case; however, there was no indica- 
tion that alcohol was a remote factor 
in Sunday’s tragedy. 

Several by-standers at the bridge 
last Sunday asked Coffee County 
Sheriff Ben Moates and Coroner 
Mcliwain what could be done to 


avert these tragedies. Both men stat- 
ed that every effort was being made 
to eliminate drinking and use of 
drugs at area “swim holes;” howev- 
er, there is no law against swimming

Jury orders Wal-Mart to pay 
Elba couple $1,000,000.00

The court proceedings involving 
a lawsuit filed against Wal-Mart by 
Tony and Ann Bowers ended last 
Thursday with the jury finding in 
favor of the Bowers’. 

A Coffee County jury, after delib- 
erating one hour and fifteen min- 
utes, ordered the Arkansas based 
firm to pay the Elba couple 
$1,000,000.00 in damages. 

In the lawsuit, the couple blamed 
the retailer for the fire that totally 
destroyed their home and car in 
1995. They claimed negligence on 
the part of the Enterprise Wal-Mart 
Supercenter in servicing their 1993 
Cadillac DeVille. They claimed that 
an engine fire resulted after the 
vehicle had been taken to the 
Supercenter for an oil change. 

The Bowers’ claimed that the 
company was negligent in servicing 
the vehicle and failed to honor a 
90-day warranty for the service per- 
formed. 

The couple contended that the 
improper installation of an oil filter 
installed at the Enterprise store on 
October 28, 1995, caused the fire

Mr. James Maddox was at the 
Farmers’ Market in New Brockton 
last week with some wonderful 
blueberries. Blueberries are great 
this time of year, fo eat fresh of 
make into great pies. Here are some 
tips on preserving them 
HANDLING FRESH BLUE- 
BERRIES 

In the past, it has been recom 
mended fot to wash blueberries as 
it might toughen the skin. But with 
concern about food safety, food 
preservation experts have devel 
oped some guidelines for washing 
the berries that minimizes the pos 
sibility of toughening the skin. 

Put the berries in a colander and 
quickly rinse with cold water. A 
colander is preferred since water 
drains off the fruit’ quickly 
Blueberries should never be 
allowed to stand in water, as this 
may toughen the skin 

Pat the fruit dry with paper tow- 
els. To freeze, spread in a single 
layer Gn cookie sheets of pie pans 
Place in the freezer section of the 
refrigerator or in the freezer for 30 
minutes to an hour, After the fruit is 
frozen, bag portions in moisture 
proof, yapor-resistant plastic bags 
or cartons. 

CANNING BLUEBERRIES 

RAW PACK - Wash berries and 
drain well. Fill containers to about 
1/2 inch of the top. For a full pack, 
shake while filing. Cover to within 
1/2 inch of the top with a thin syrup 
made of berry juice and sugar. 
Adjust jar lids and bands 

Process in a boiling waterbath 
canner (212 F.) pint jars 10 min- 
utes, and quart jars 15 minutes, 

HOT PACK - Wash berries and 
drain well. Add 1/2 cup sugar to 
each quart fruit, Cover pan and 
bring to boil. Pack hot to within 1/2 
inch of top 

Adjust jar lids and bands. 
Process in boiling waterbath canner 
(212 F.) pints 10 minutes, quarts 15 
minutes. 

BLUEBERRY PIE FILLING 
Makes 7 quarts 

1 gallon water 

6 quarts fresh blueberries 

6 cups sugar 

2-1/4 cups Clear Jel 

7 cups cold water 

20 drops blue food coloring 
(optional) 

7 drops red food coloring (optional) 
1/2 cup bottled lemon juice 

Use fresh, ripe, firm blueberries. 
Wash and drain 

Hot Pack: In a large pot, boil | 
gallon of water. Place 6 cups of 
berries at a time in the boiling 
water. When water returns to a boil, 
blanch each batch | minute. Drain 
hot berries and keep them in a cov- 
ered bowl or pot while you blanch 
the remaining berries. 

Combine sugar and Clear Jel ina 
large, thick-bottom pot. Add 7 cups 
cold water and blue and red food 
coloring. Cook on medium-high 
heat until mixture thickens and 
begins to bubble, stirring occasion- 
ally. 

Add lemon juice and boil | 
minute, stirring constantly. Quickly 
fold in drained berries. Fill hot jars 
immediately with pie filling, leav- 
ing a 1-inch headspace. Remove air 
bubbles. Wipe jar rims and adjust 
lids. 

Process in a boiling water-bath 
canner, Pints or quarts - 30 minutes. 

Note: To make | quart, use 3-1/2 
cups berries, 3/4 cup + 2 table- 
spoons sugar, 1/4 cup + | table- 
spoon Clear Jel, | cup cold water, 3 
drops blue food coloring, | drop 
red food coloring and 3-1/2 tea- 
spoons lemon juice. 

Frozen blueberries can be used if 
you make the following recipe 
adjustments. 

If berries have been sweetened, 
rinse them while they are. still 
frozen to remove sugar. Thaw ina 
tray or flat pan, and save the juice 
that drains from the berries; use as 
part of the cold water required, 
Reduce the Clear Jel to 1-3/4 cups 
for 7 quarts and 1/4 cup for | quart.

Monroe County man shares memories 


of life on the Alabama River 


When he wa rowing up in the 
1930s in Packet Bend (Monro 
County), Slater Huff, Jr. helped hi 
father operate the Davis Ferry on 
the Alabarna River 

The ferry took passengers, and 


sometimes livestock, back and forth 
from Packer's Bend to the commu 
nity of Franklin on the other side of 
the river 

He began helping his father when 
he was 7 years old and by the time 
he was II his father trusted him to 
run the operation by himself. He 
remembers charging SO cents per 
car of wagon and 10 cents for peo 
ple on foot. On Sundays, people 
going to church got a free ride on 
the ferry 

Ferry service was available 24 
hours a day, 7 days a week except 
when the river was too high.

In last week’s meeting of the 
Coffee County Board of Education 
the main topics of discussion were 
1997-98 SAT scores, pay increases 
and personnel changes. The Board 
held its regular meeting on Tuesday 
(July 7) in lieu of the first Thursday. 

Coffee County Superintendent 
Rodger Bowden told members of 
the board that he was pleased with 
the test scores posted by student in 
grades three through eleven in the 
standardized aptitude test (SAT). 
These tests were administered in the 
spring of the last school term ( 1997- 
98). 

Bowden reported that county stu- 
dents’ test results at every grade 
level were either at or above nation- 
al and state averages, and he added 
“This has been the case in the past 
several years.” 

Dr. Linda Ingram, administrative 
assistant to the superintendent, gave 
board members a more in-depth 
report on the SAI scores. 

She stated that some averages 
were higher than in the past for 
some grades while others were 
lower and some remained the same. 
Student averages in grades 3, 7,9 
and 11 showed a decrease; fifth- 
grade students’ averages were 
unchanged; and increases were evi- 
dent in students’ test scores in 
grades 4, 6, 8 and 10. 

Ingram explained to board mem-

Both Bowden and Ingram empha- 
sized that major effort will be made 
to improve test scores on future 
tests. Ingram also plans to present to 
the board, at a later date, a complete 
and in-depth analysis of SAT scores 
on a school-to-school and grade-to- 
grade basis. 

Board members approved an 8.5 
percent pay increase for teachers in 
the county’s school system. This 
raise will become effective in the 
1998-99 school year. The superin- 
tendent noted that approximately 
$60,000 of the monies needed to 
meet the state-mandated pay 
increase will not be included in 
state funding to local schools. These 
monies will have to be obtained 
from other sources such as federal 
programs. 

While dealing with money, the 
board also adopted an amended 
budget to reflect the additional rev- 
enue received throughout the school 
year from the Public School College 
Authority (PSCA) for building pro- 
jects. Monies was also received 
through a grant from Goals 2000 for 
the enhancement of technology.

The Coffee County Commission 
meeting in regular session almost 
set a record for short meetings; 
however, a “five minute recess” and 


the county engineer’s being out of 


the room prevented that. 

The first order of business was to 
formally award the annual bid for 
the striping of the county’s high- 
ways.

Finally, Tindell expressed pub- 
licly his appreciation for the manner 
in which area volunteer firemen 
support his personnel, and on their 
own, respond to emergencies which 
arise from time to time within the 
county, 

He stated that last Thursday was a 
good example of this willingness to 
help. Volunteers from the Zion 
Chapel, Star and Tri- 
Community volunteer fire depart- 
ments were out in force clearing 
downed trees from roadways in sev- 
eral places throughout the county, 

The commission voted to send 
letters to each department com- 
nending them for their efforts dur- 
ing this time as well as the many 
times in the past. 

Turning to other matters, 
Commission Chairman Robert 
Stephens reminded members of the 
commission that three (3) of the 
rural voting houses still do not have 
bathroom facilities. He made the
